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Alaskan oil 
not going 
to Japanese 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter is considering temporary gas­ 
oline rationing and other moves to limit 
foreign oil imports. He has rejected 
suggestions that oil from the new Alaska 
pipeline be shipped to Japan 


In making the disclosures Sunday. 
C a r t e r 's 
e n e rg y 
c h ie f, 
J a m e s 
Schlesinger. agreed there were technical 
advantages to a deal in which Alaskan oil 
would be transported to Japan in ex­ 
change for Japanese-bought supplies 
from the Middle East. 


But in spite of reduced shipping costs, 
Schlesinger said President Carter con­ 
siders the idea “ undesirable.” 
“ There will be no exch an ges,” 
Schlesinger said in a television interview 
(NBC-TV’s Meet the Press). “ All of the 
oil coming out of Alaska will have to be 
shipped to the United States. This will 
have the advantage of increasing pres­ 
sure on the companies to bring pipelines 
from the West Coast into the interior 
part of the country.” 
Schlesinger, who soon is expected to be 
named the nation’s first secretary of 
energy, said the White House is intent on 
adopting measures that would cut the in­ 


flow of Arab oil from an average of 10 
million barrels a day to less than 6 
million barrels a day. 
He said "all sorts of possibilities” are 
being considered by the administration 
to stem oil imports and make the nation 
more energy self-sufficient: “ some 
limitation on the flow of oil into the 
United States is one possibility, shutting 
of gasoline stations might be con­ 
sidered .” 
“ Even some temporary rationing 
schemes might be considered,” he said. 
“ The point is that we are looking at a 
whole array of options in addition to the 
(standby) gasoline tax.” 
He said “ an excessive amount of im­ 
ported oil is coming into the country, 
forcing onto service stations an un­ 
wanted amount of gasoline, which they 
are pushing on their custom ers.” 
As for emergency gasoline rationing, 
Schlesinger said Carter’s contingency 
plan “ is in response to the requirements 
of Congress ” 
Schlesinger said the administration 
will stand by its 1985 target for con­ 
verting most industries and utilities to 
coal despite tough environmental and 
economic problems. 
Hijacked plane 
not blown up yet 


HELSINKI. Finland (UPI) 
Two 
Russian-speaking gunm en today let pass 
thefr deadline for blowing up a hijacked 
Soviet jetliner with 29 persons aboard 
and minutes later five of the captives ran 
to freedom 
Finnish officials said they were con­ 
tinuing negotiations with the hijackers, 
who earlier released 41 other hostages, 
including all the women and children 
The officials denied a report by police 
at Stockholm’s Arlanda Airport that the 
hijackers had left Helsinki in a small 
plane for an unknown destination 
“ There is absolutely no foundation to 
that report. No one is taking off 
anywhere. The negotiations are con­ 
tinuing,” a Finnish official said 
The hijackers, who claim to be armed 
with hand grenades and explosives, had 
said they would blow up the plane at 4 
p.m. (10 a m 
EDT> unless Finnish 
authorities refueled the plane, supplied a 
new crew and allowed them to take off 
for Sweden 
Within minutes of the deadline’s ex­ 
piration. five of the 29 hostages escaped 
and ran to freedom The hijackers made 


no attempt to stop them 
Earlier today, the gunmen released 41 
hostages, Including all 22 women and 
children. All the passengers aboard the 
hijacked plane were Soviets. 


Finnish o ffic ia ls d escrib ed the 
hijackers as “ young” and said negotia­ 
tions were continuing “ to avoid all ac­ 
cidents ’ But they said they had no Fin­ 
nish crews trained to fly the twin-engine 
Tupolev 134 jet. 
Police and an army brigade armed 
with anti-aircraft guns surrounded the 
isolated part of the airfield where the 
plane was parked. 
A Finnish official said the je t’s air con­ 
ditioning system was not working and 
described conditions inside the aircraft 
as “ very w arm , very bad, self- 
suffocating” 
The gunmen took over the plane Sun- 
day on a 375-m ile flig h t fro m 
Petrovskoye. about 100 miles north of 
Moscow, to Leningrad. 
They ordered the pilot to fly to 
Stockholm but he said he had only 
enough fuel to make it to Helsinki. 


Chief teacher contract 
negotiators meet privately

Finding teacher contract negotiations 
moving too slowly, the Lompoc Unified 
School District and the Lompoc Educa­ 
tion Association (LEA ) have assigned 
their chief negotiators to meet today 
along for a private, informal discussion 
session. 
In a suspension of formal bargaining 
procedures, the meeting would sup­ 
posedly allow for a more relaxed and 
candid exchange of positions. 
If it 
provides both management and teachers 
with a clearer understanding of each 
other’s bottom line requirements, time- 
consuming intermediate steps toward 
reach in g c o m p ro m ise s could be 
eliminated, spokespersons say. 
The LEA requested this informal ses­ 
sion “ I don’t think we’re moving rapid­ 
ly enough,” teacher negotiator Carol 
Linger said Friday, after three weeks, 
about 30 hours of district-LEA collective 
bargaining 
(Two weeks ago she had 
commented, “ I’m not upset at the pace 
of negotiations .” ) 
“ I agree,” district chief negotiator 
Alice Milligan said “ I find now that it’s 
not going as fast as I thought it would.” 
The district was to present the LEA 
with responses, or counterproposals, to 
eight contract items in Friday’s session. 
But the negotiators only dealt with one of 
those items — evaluation procedures. 
A reason for the slow pace is the pos­ 
sibility of being accused of failure to 
negotiate “ in good faith,” having to 
anwer an Unfair Practice charge. 
“ Everybody’s trying to be careful in 
protecting what they feel are their in­ 
terests, and in the course of that not to 
violate procedures that require the con­ 
tinual exchange of compromise offers, 
Linger said. “ You’ve got to move 
towards agreement. You must do it,” 
she said 
If the district, for example, made its 


final offer on some contract item “ too 
early,” it would lose its ability to make 
this “ movement” towards agreement. 
“ If you don’t exchange meaningful 
counterproposals you’re subject to an 
’unfair’ charge. You have to watch that 
very carefully,” Milligan said. “ Maybe 
we’re being very cautious in that regard. 
Each side is being “ very cautious and 
careful,” Linger said, especially because 
this is the district’s first exercise in 
collective bargaining 
“ This is a ground zero contract. We’ve 
never had this before and we probably 
will never have it again.” In the future, 
Linger said, bargainers may use this 
year's contract agreement as a base for 
negotiations, and have only to discuss 
alterations of it. 
Today’s informal session would sup­ 
posedly eliminate the demand for strict 
caution 
Milligan and Linger say they 
will exchange no counterproposals. But 
after the negotiators report back to their 
respective teams, the two sides should 
“ be able to come back to the table with 
counters that actually address the basic 
concerns,” Linger said. 
There is no specific agenda for the 
meeting 
The LEA’s total 65-page con­ 
tract and the district’s 35-page initial 
response is up for discussion, Linger 
said 
“ It is our intent to deal with the 
totality of the contract,” Linger said. 
Thus the two women may talk about 
m ajor sections on salary, fringe benefits 
’ and class size — not yet reached in the 
formal bargaining 
Linger said she hopes that the meeting 
will indicate whether agreement on cer­ 
tain issues can, indeed, be reached, 
“ whether the least we feel is reasonable 
is going to match up with the most they 
feel is reasonable to give.” 
If agreement on some issues appears 
impossible without intervention, “ we 
may as well know it now,” Linger said

Ruling party 
in Japan 
near victory 


TOKYO (UPI) — The ruling Liberal 
D em ocratic party today appeared 
headed for victory in its first electoral 
test since Prime Minister Takeo Fukuda 
assumed power in December 
The balloting for 126 seats in the 252- 
member upper chamber was viewed as a 
crucial test for the Liberal Democrats, 
conservative despite its name, and its 
ability to continue governing Japan as it 
has since World War II With 113 of 126 
seats at stake decided, unofficial tabula­ 
tions gave the LDP 61 seats 
The Japan Socialists Party. Fukuda’s 
no. 1 political opposition, won 21 seats, 
the moderate Komeito Party, 14, the 
Decmocratic-Socialist Party six and the 
Japan Communist Party three The new 
Liberal Club won two seats and the 
Socialists and Citizens League and a 
minor party clinched one seat each 
There were four successful indepen­ 
dents. 
Fukuda said the vote reflected the 
people’s trust in his party 
Final results were expected later to­ 
day. 
The Liberal Democrats’ strong early 
showing came despite newspaper sur­ 
veys predicting the party would lose its 
majority in the upper house for the first 
time in 22 years. 
The LDP must win 65 of the 126 seats 
up for election to hold onto its majority 
in the chamber, where it also holds 61 
seats not up for re-election It could ac­ 
cept independents into its ranks if it fell 
two or three seats short. 
One seat in the 252-member upper 
house is vacant and will not be filled until 
elections in 1980. 
The Liberal Democrats control 61 
seats in the upper chamber that were not 
up for election at this time. Members of 
the upper chamber serve six-year terms 
and half the 252 seats come up for elec­ 
tion every three years.

Kent State protesters vow to stay 


KENT, Ohio (UPI) — Demonstrators 
opposed to construction of a new gym­ 
nasium near the site where four Kent 
State University students were shot to 
death, today vowed to camp out at the 
site until they are arrested and carried 
away. 
At the sam e time, Kent State Univer­ 
sity officials went to Portage County 
Common Pleas Court in nearby Ravenna 
and asked for an injunction against the 
protesters. 
Kent State plans to build a $6 million 
gymnasium complex on part of the site 
where the students were shot to death by 
National Guard Troops during an an­ 
ti-war demonstration May 4, 1970. 
About 100 demonstrators, who want 
the school to drop those plans and erect a 
memorial to the dead students, have 
camped in a “ tent city” on the site since 
May 12, blocking construction. 
About 30 demonstrators today prac­ 
ticed acts of non-violent resistance by 
forming a circle and then locking their 
arm s and legs around each other 


Split petition 
validity stays 
at same level 


Signatures on petitions calling for an 
election on the proposed county split are 
running 87 per cent valid, it was an­ 
nounced today by county elections 
technician Joan Carson. 
A team of eight staff members of the 
county elections department found 5,788 
valid signatures out of the 6,652 which 
had been examined through Friday, 
Carson said 
P ro p o n en ts 
need 
11,298 
v alid 
signatures in order to qualify the split 
question for the ballot. Hie elections 
department has set Friday as the target 
for completion of the examination of 
some 13,700 signatures collected by 
proponents in a six-month drive in the 
fourth and fifth supervisorial districts. 
If the petitions prove sufficient, the 
board of supervisors would be required 
to ask the governor to appoint a 
feasibility commission to study the ques­ 
tion.

Ron Kovic, a crippled Vietnam 
veteran and author, sat in the middle of 
the circle in a wheel-chair. 
Kovic, wearing a tee shirt which was 
crudely lettered “ outside agitato r” 
asked the demonstrators, “ Do you know 
the person to your right and left? If not 
take time to meet them We’ve got to be 
comfortable, except for when they are 
trying to pull us apart.” 


The school’s board of trustees Sunday 
ordered KSU President Glenn A. Olds to 
take “ any and all action that he may 
deem necessary” to evict the protes­ 
tors 
On Saturday Olds ordered the students 
to leave the site by 8 a m. Sunday, but 
they refused. 
The board’s resolution instructed Olds 
to take “ any court action necessary, 
proper and appropriate in order to imple­ 
ment the board's resolution ..., approv­ 
ing the awarding of contracts for the con­ 
struction of the new school of health, 
physical education and recreation.” 
Private mail rate 
of 13 cents approved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Postal 
Service Board of Governors today 
agreed that the private mail rate should 
remain at 13 cents, but approved a 
proposal to increase the first class 
business letter rate to 16 cents next year 


The move must still be approved by 
the Postal Rate Commission, which will 
have 10 months to hold public hearings 
and study the matter. 


The board unanimously approved 
President Carter’s proposal to create a 
“ citizen m ail” rate in order to separate 
such private correspondence from 
business mail and keep stamp costs 
down for the average American 


“ Citizen m ail" would remain at 13 
cents for first class letters. 
The increase in business mail rates is 
aimed at saving money for the financial­ 
ly trouble postal system. 
The nine-member policymaking board 
held a quick voice vote on the entire rate 
package after hearing more than two 
hours of briefings by Postal Service 
s p e c ia lis ts on m eth ods used in 
calculating the proposed increases on a 
cost basis. 
Postmaster General Benjamin Bailar 
told reporters after the meeting he ex­ 
pected citizen m ail to be workable 
although there never before have been 
two different rates for first class mail.

Humor of middle 
class shown in play

To d escrib e the P a cific 
Conservatory of the Perform­ 
ing Arts’ pioneer production of 
‘Ah! Wilderness,” is to recall 
superlatives usually found only 
in adolescent love letters. 


Directed by Allen Fletcher, 
the Eugene O’Neill comedy has 
something for everybody and 
could crease the most somber 
face with a smile 
It would 
make a Basset hound grin. 


If ‘‘Ah! Wilderness” has an 
Achilles heal, it is the last 90 
minutes. 
Typical of Eugene 
O’Neill scripts, the play is long 
— three hours and 15 minutes to 
be exact. 
By the time the 
production finally ended at 
11:45 p.m. — it started at 8:30 
— there was a lot of squirming 
and heads propped on hands or 
leaning on shoulders. 


An initially indifferent half­ 
capacity crowd of about 220 
found itself in sporadic, con­ 
vulsive humor early in the se­ 
cond scene. But the entertain­ 
ment peak came around the 
fourth scene and by the time the 
lights went out on the seventh 
and last act, everyone was 
ready to leave 


But the play — performed for 
the first time last Friday at 
Allan Hancock College — is 
easily a warm, hilarious but 
stunning portrayal of basic mid­ 
dle America 
Set in the early 
1900s, during the Fourth of July , 
the production revolves around 
the Miller family — almost an 
urbanization of the Waltons, 
although the play was written 
long before the television 
series. 
If you are of American mid­ 
dle cla ss h eritage, there 
definitely will be flashes of deja 
vu — the strong central family 
with the stem but supporting 
mother and the ruler of the 
roost, the dominant father; 
along with the traditional fami­ 
ly squabbles thrown in. 
Depending on one's era, cer­ 
tain scenes are destined to stir 
some memories .. like the head 
of the household, Nat Miller — 
played by PCPA four-year 
veteran Michael Winters — 
when he says: 
‘‘What do ya say to an 
automobile ride9 Sid and I will 
get out the Buick.” 
There were more indications 
that life’s concerns have not 
changed that much — only the 
specifics are slightly altered 
Early in the opening scene, 
mother Essie Miller — PCPA 
rookie and San Francisco based 
Anne Lawder — is worried 
about some books she found 
stashed in her teen-aged son’s 
room 
But her wrinkled 
forehead is not the result of il­ 
lustrated pornography, but 


books by Oscar Wilde — jailed 
in E n glan d for b ein g a 
homosexual — and Bernard 
Shaw . 
The initial scene establishes 
humor as the central thread of 
the play. 
Specifically, the 
Miller’s drunken uncle Sid — 
Cal Winn — rips some priceless 
lines late in the opening act. 
The humor starts right off 
again in the second scene when 
a short, stumpy maid with a 
Charro face — Bonnie Bowers 
— has her problems setting the 
dinner table 
Cast as a side­ 
sp littin g k lutz, she does 
everything but demolish the set 
— tripping over a chair, climb­ 
ing on the dinner table to turn 
on the chandelier and then set­ 
ting the table with the grace of 
Lou Costello. 
The dining scene alone is 
worth the price of admission. 
The crowd broke out in un­ 
controlled laughter when Uncle 
Sid enters drunk 
His emula­ 
tion of an mebreate is flawless 
and he almost has them rolling 
in the aisles when he ap­ 
propriately says to the obvious­ 
ly upset 
E ssie. 
“ Gooood 
Eeeevening ” 
The roaring re­ 
mains unchecked when Sid at­ 
tempts to eat his soup with his 
spoon, and asks. “Spoon, is this 
any way to treat a friend9” 
There is only a slight lull in 
the storm of laughter before he 
begins chasing the delighted 
maid around the table. 
The 
drunken Sid becomes the crowd 
favorite as the audience anx­ 
iously awaits more drunken an­ 
tics. 
He does not disappoint 
anyone with his constant com­ 
edy. 
One had to search for a 
straight face in the largely 
m id d le -a g e d 
a u d ien c e 
Although the production also 
has its sober moments, the 
comedy is the vital element 
A collection of beautiful sets 
adds to the play’s success. 
Costum e designer Robert 
Morgan also spares nothing — 
from full-length, laced dresses 
to the buttonKlown shoes 


In addition. Dirk Epperson 
b ea u tifu lly arranged the 
lighting 
There are no trees or 
shrubbery to create the out-of- 
doors setting, but it is as real as 
if you could smell the dust. 


The central plot seems to 
revolve around the different 
romantic escapades of three 
men — the teen-aged son — a 
young looking Tony Curtis type, 
Thomas Nahrwold, Sid and 
father Nat The theme appears 
to be weak, but it does not 
hinder the humor.

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Rebel archbishop dedicates 
traditional Catholic church 


DICKINSON, Tex. (UPI) — 
Shielded from the light drizzle 
by an a n cie n t canopy of 
crimson and gold, his white rai­ 
ment held by two priests, the 
aged archbishop took the 
jeweled crosier and splashed 
droplets of holy water on the 
heavy oaken doors of the white 
stucco chapel. 


Behind him a crowd of 
parishoners, many of the. men 
in W estern cut su its and 
mothers holding squirming in­ 
fants, watched the consecration 
rites of the Queen of Angels 
chapel in a reverence interrupt­ 
ed only by occasional Sunday 
morning traffic. 


Rebel 
French 
Archbishop 
Marcel Lefebvre then led the 
entourage of priests, altar boys 
and choir into the chapel for the 
pontifical high m ass c e le ­ 
brated to dedicate the first 
American church of his society 
to restore traditional rites in 
the Roman Catholic Church 
Across town in the modem 


Shrine of the True Cross Roman 
Catholic Church another band 
of parishoners prepared for a 
counter prayer service for their 
dissident brethren. 
L e fe b v r e, 70, has been 
suspended from the priesthood 
and threatened with excom­ 
munication in the small world­ 
wide movement for his Society 
of St. Pius X. 
He and his followers say they 
are preserving — not drifting 
away — from the traditional 
church. 
“Today the church is in deep 
crisis. We must confess to the 
true m ass,” he said. 
“We are not a movement. We 
are not a rebellion. We are the 
Catholic Church,” he said. 
“We’ve changed nothing. We 
cannot abandon our Catholic 
faith.” 
Lefebvre said he has had no 
communication with Rome. His 
entourage planned to go to Mex­ 
ico later. 
“For the moment, we have no 
news. I have not heard from the 


Vatican,” he said. 
Under questioning by report­ 
ers and later during a message 
to his followers, Lefebvre said 
the Vatican had changed the 
orientation of the church. 
“The thing that has changed 
is the spirit of the mass. It is 
not a sacrifice. The Catholic 
faith says the mass is a true 
sacrifice. Now there is no 
sacrifice. 
“This attitude of the Vatican 
against us is not come from the 
Holy Ghost. It comes from the 
bad spirit,” he said. “If a divi­ 
sion is in the church now, that 
did not come from us. That 
cam e from the V atican . 
Vatican II.” 
The society was founded in 
1970 to oppose w hat the 
archbishop sees as a Catholic 
drift away from C h rist’s 
teachings. 
Before celebrating the high 
mass. Lefebvre performed a 
traditional exorcism rite in the 
seclusion of the chapel to make 
it a holy place. 
Inmates no longer charge guards 
kept doors locked during fire 


DANBURY. Conn (UPI) — 
Inmates who survived the Dan­ 
bury federal prison fire last 
week are no longer claiming 
guards at the facility intention­ 
ally tried to kill them by keep­ 
ing doors locked, one prison of­ 
ficial says. 
Angry inmates told reporters 
after T hursday's predawn 
blaze, which killed five prison­ 
ers and injured 80 others, that 
guards were deliberately slow 
to open doors to free trapped 
men. 
“It was murder,” one prison­ 
er screamed at the time. 
But Gary Henman, an assist­ 
ant to prison warden George 
Wilkinson, said Sunday the 
prisoners have recovered from 
the shock of the tragedy and are 
no longer claiming the guards 
“murdered" the five men 


Chowchilla 
hearing on 
evidence begins 


OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI) - A 
court summoned prosecutors 
and defense lawyers to a hear­ 
ing beginning today to deter­ 
mine what evidence can be ad­ 
mitted in the trial of three 
wealthy young men accused of 
Mixing a school bus a year ago 
with 28 children from Chowchll- 
la, Calif., and their driver 
aboard. 
It was on July 15, 1976 that the 
children, aged 5 to 14. and bus 
driver Ed Ray, 55, were ab­ 
ducted on a country road and 
driven to a rock quarry in 
Livermore, Calif., where they 
were sealed underground for 16 
hours until they clawed their 
way to freedom. 
The children were returning 
to their tiny central California 
farming community when the 
bus was seized They were then 
herded into vans and taken to 
their underground prison —• 
prepared in advance with 
water, potato chips and chemi­ 
cal toilets. 
The question of motive may 
finally be gleaned from today’s 
open evidentiary hearing on 
defense motions that much of 
the prosecution's evidence was 
obtained by illegal search and 
seizure 
These proceedings could take 
a month and m ay reveal 
evidence previously suppressed 
by the court No one on either 
side is guessing when the case 
will actually come to trial 
The three suspects — Frede­ 
rick Woods. 25. son of a promi­ 
nent California family, and 
James Schoenfeld. 25. and his 
brother, Richard. 23 — have 
pleaded innocent. 
W oods’ 
father owned the quarry where 
the victims were buried 
All three were rounded up 
within two weeks after the 
children escaped, and until last 
Wednesday, when the state 
Supreme Court denied their 
petition for a closed hearing, 
defense attorneys had been able 
to keep sealed evidence that 
reportedly includes a $5 million 
ransom note 
Defense lawyers contend that 
search warrants were illegally 
u sed to s e iz e e v id e n c e , 
especially at Woods family es­ 
tate in the wealthy San Fran­ 
cisco suburb of Portola Valley. 
The search and seizu re 
proceedings were a focal point 
of the hearing in Alameda 
County Superior Court. 
“Witnesses are apt to lose 
some recall, especially when 
they are under the age of 10,” 
said Prosecutor Richard Haug- 
ner. “This creates a burden on 
the children. They are asked to 
recall the event when they are 
trying to forget about it.” 
Janice Paris, whose children, 
Andrea, 8, and Larry, 6, were 
kidnaped, said, “The longer 
they wait to testify, it’s going to 
make it that much harder on 
them. We’re trying to get back 
to what normalcy we can attain 
now.” 
Woods and the Schoenfelds 
each are charged with 27 counts 
of kidnaping and 18 counts of 
robbery. Because the indict­ 
ment charges five victims were 
injured, the three men could get 
prison terms of life without 
parole if convicted. 


“The atmosphere here is nor­ 
mal again,” Henman said. 
Reporters were allowed to 
survey Compound G, which 
housed 80 men, only hours after 
it had been swept by fire and 
smoke. State officials said later 
the newsmen were allowed in­ 
side in part to give the inmates 
an opportunity to release their 
pent-up aggressions. 
“Initially, they (the inmates) 
were very vocal because of the 
panic. I think the inmates said 
things they 
really didn’t 
mean.” Henman said. “It was a 
natural reaction When you’re 
hurt, you immediately strike 
out ” 
At the time, most of the in­ 
mates claimed the fire started 
because of a faulty electrical 
connection. Since then, local, 
state and federal officials have 
determined the blaze was set by 
an arsonist who lit clothes in 


the shower room 
A federal board of inquiry 
will question about 200 of the 
prison's 837 
inm ates. The 
closed-door federal investiga­ 
tion is expected to continue for 
at least “a couple more days" 
and could take “ se v e r a l 
weeks,” Henman said 
He noted the tragic prison 
fire would not have occured 
four or five years ago. 
“It was just concrete, bar 
windows and a little paint then. 
Nothing that could burn,” he 
said “But we tried to make it a 
nice place to live for the 
prisoners with carpeting and 
paneling.” 
It was the modem, attractive 
fire-resistant 
paneling 
that 
melted during the fire and 
produced a toxic smoke that 
killed the five men and sent 
scores of prisoners to the 
hospital

Palestinian 
hijackers 
surrender 


DAMASCUS, Syria (UPI) - 
F ive Palestinian hijackers 
overpowered their leader in an 
inflight scuffle, freed their last 
six hostages and surrendered to 
Syrian authorities, ending a 43- 
hour takeover of an Air Kuwait 
jetliner. 
At least two of the heavily 
armed hijackers and three 
hostages Sunday jumped the 
ringleader, said to be a com­ 
mando accused by the Palesti­ 
nian Liberation Organization of 
“ looting, embezzlement and 
forgery.” 
“Traitors,” 36-year-old Abu 
Saed shouted after he was 
wrestled to the ground just as' 
the Air Kuwait Boeing 707 took 
off from the Damascus Airport, 
official Syrian sources said 
“We’re not traitors,” one of 
the gunmen answered. “The de­ 
mands you’re making have 
nothing to do with what the 
hijack was originally about.” 
The split among the hijackers 
apparently involved their re­ 
cent expulsion from the PLO’s 
mainstream A1 Fatah guerrilla 
group. 
The hijacking began late Fri­ 
day night when six men, dres­ 
sed as Syrian soldiers and 
armed with several handguns 
and a machine gun, comman­ 
deered the jetliner with 45 pas­ 
sengers and a crew of 10 on a 
flight from Beirut to Kuwait. 
They ordered the jetliner 
flown to its original destination, 
Kuwait, and exchanged the pas­ 
sengers, including the Kuwaiti 
ambassador to Lebanon, for 
two PLO officials and Kuwait's 
public security chief. They then 
took off for South Yemen 


U.S. dollar 
goes below 
'critical' zone 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (UPI) 
— The dollar fell bellow the 
“critical point" of 2 30 marks in 
Frankfurt today, raising what a 
newspaper said were fears that 
weaker European currencies 
might fail to maintain their 
value within the “snake ” 
The “ snake" is the nickname 
for a currency block of seven 
nations — West Germany, 
Belgium, the Netherlands, Lux­ 
embourg, Norway, 
Denmark 
and Sweden 
The Frankfurter Allgemeine 
Zeitung cited Swiss bankers’ 
fears that the continued decline 
of the dollar “could soon cause 
a dangerous chain reaction with 
unforeseeable results, especial­ 
ly for the E uropean 'sn a k e '.” 
Gold was lower in both 
Zurich, at $141 6250 from 
$142.1250 and in London at 
$141.55 from $142.1250 at 
Friday's closing 
The dollar opened in Frank­ 
furt at 2 2970 marks from 
Friday’s close of 2 3066 
In 
Zurich it was lower at 2.4125 
Swiss francs from Friday’s 
close of 2 4260 In Paris it was 
also down to 4 8630 francs from 
4 8710 
The pound followed the dollar 
downwards, moving in Zurich 
to 4 1483 Swiss francs from 
4 1722. while in Frankfurt it

Mistaken order may 
have caused Alaskan 
pipeline explosion 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (UPI) 
— A mistaken order to start a 
pump undergoing repairs may 
have triggered the Alaskan 
pipeline explosion that killed 
one man, injured five others 
and destroyed a pump station, 
according to a pipeline spokes­ 
man 
“Somewhere an order was 
given and an order was ac­ 
cepted here to start the pump 
up again even though it was be­ 
ing worked on," said Larry 
C arp en ter, 
spokesm an 
for 
Alyeska Pipeline Co., the con­ 
sortium of eight oil companies, 
w hich b u ilt th e m a ssiv e 
pipeline 
“ An operator in the control 
room (at the pump station) 
probably started the pump 
manually while the crew was 
getting ready to clean the 
screen." he said Sunday. “The 
order could have been given 
anywhere along the pipeline 
from Valdez to the pump 
station " 
Carpenter said the only place 
the pump could have been 
turned on was at the control 


room at the pump station, sl­ 
ightly over 300 miles north of 
the 799-mile pipeline’s southern 
term inus at the port of Valdez. 
“Somebody pushed a button 
and the valve opened,” he said. 
“ Everyone around here (the 
pump station) is convinced that 
it was human error.” 
Carpenter said the flow of oil 
through the pipeline, halted by 
the blast, might resume by the 
end of this week but others 
predicted it might take several 
weeks before the oil moved 
again. 
Two inspectors from the 
Department of Transportation 
also were investigating the ex­ 
plosion and one said the pump 
valve in question suddenly 
gushed oil into a hot turbine, 
which he said probably caused 
the explosion and fire. 
A lyeska Board Chairman 
E.L Patton told a news con­ 
ference in Anchorage earlier 
Sunday th a t the accident 
probably would be attributed to 
human error He predicted that 
the flow of oil might resume 
within davs.

Carter to support labor 
union-strengthening bill 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President C arter has agreed to 
support the AFL-CIO’s No.l 
legislative goal, a bill that 
would strengthen union organiz­ 
ing efforts by revising federal 
labor law. White House officials 
said today. 
These officials promised to 
form ally announce the P resi­ 
d en t’s support for the bill later 
this week The measure tenta­ 
tively is scheduled to be in­ 
troduced in Congress Friday. 
AFL-CIO officials apparently 
were unaware that C arter had 
made a final decision on the 
m atter One official said he was 
only “90 per cent certain" that 
an agreem ent had been reached 
between labor and the White 
House 
He cautioned that some m at­ 
te r s s till h av e not been 
resolved 
The bill generally would 
elim in ate delays in NLRB 
proceedures that inhibit union 
organizing; increase the back 
wages that employers must pay 
when they are found guilty of 


dismissing a worker for union 
activity, deny federal contracts 
to com panies who violate 
federal labor law; and enlarge 
the NLRB 


C arter’s apparent endorse­ 
ment culminated many weeks 
of sensitive negotiations be­ 
tween the administration and 
labor, and provides the kFL- 
CIO with a big victory following 
numerous setbacks earlier this 
year. 


In order to win the adminis­ 
tration’s support for the bill, 
the AFL-CIO was forced to 
abandon some of the most con­ 
troversial provisions — in­ 
cluding repeal of Section 14b of 
the Taft-Hartley Act that per­ 
mits individual states to outlaw 
union shops 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gress has returned from its 10- 
day July 4 recess and faces a 
busy four weeks before its 
scheduled month-long vacation 
in August 
Major decisions on President 
C arter’s energy program, the 
n eutron bom b and a new 
generation of nuclear reactors 
may add up to the busiest 
period Congress faces this year 
The House is working against 
a tight deadline to fulfill its 
p ro m ise to send C a rte r ’s 
energy program to the Senate 
before August 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee already has comp­ 
leted the tax portion of the 
energy bill But the Commerce 
Committee still faces major 
decisions on the non-tax portion, 
including a possible attem pt to 
defy Carter and remove price 
controls from natural gas It 
earlier supported C arter's plan 
of continued regulation bv only 
22 to 21 
Other issues still pending in­ 
clude utility rate reform and 
whether the government should 
have the right to force utilities 
and industries to sw itch from 
gas and oil to coal 
Once the Commerce Commit­ 
tee completes its work an ad 
hoc en erg y c o m m itte e is 
charged with meshing the two 
bills - by July 22 if the 
schedule holds up — and the 
House would debate the bill the 
week of Aug 1 The long recess 
is scheduled to begin Aug. 6 
Speculation already is rising 
about what the ad hoc com mit­ 
tee might do Sources say it ac­ 


tually could toughen the bill and 
return it to a form more nearly 
like what C arter wanted Both 
standing co m m ittees have 
watered down the C arier bill 
somewhat 
In the Senate, this week’s 
floor action is expected to 
center around whether to build 
a prototype nuclear breeder 
reactor and whether to deploy 
neutron bombs, which kill peo­ 
ple by painful radiation over a 
period of days while leaving 
nearby buildings undamaged 
On Monday, the Senate takes 
up the authorization bill for the 
Energy Research and Develop­ 
ment Administration.

County Parks Director Michael 
Pahos have begun negotiations 
which could conceivably result 
in SMID taking over from the 
county the maintenance and 
operation of the small Solvang 
Park. 
Following an SMID meeting 
Thursday night, both SMID and 
Pahos were apart on a contract 
figure According to Pahos, it 
would cost the county $6,329 to 
operate the park for the fiscal 
year 1977- 78 The cost last year 
was $5.782 and $5,246 in 1975^76 
However, directors of SMID 
showed Pahos a copy of an es­ 
timate he had presented the 
county supervisors last year in­ 
dicating it would cost about 
$8.200 to operate the park which 
was about 63,000 over actual 


costs for that year 


Pahos agreed that SM ID 
should be reimbursed at the 
current level of service and that 
it would be reasonable to ex­ 
pected salary increases 
He 
said SMID was not being asked 
to assume a capital improve­ 
ment program but merely to

Young murder 
Nation's 
victims identified 


R IV E R S ID E (U P I) - The 
identities of three more bodies 
possibly connected to the so- 
called “ trashbag” murders in 
which victims were mutilated 
and trussed in plastic bags were 
released Sunday. 


Sheriff’s deputies identified 
one as John Demchik, 13 
Inglewood. Calif., who disap^ 
pered while hitchhiking in June, 
1973. His body was found by an 
archeologist in February, 1973, 
about 15 miles from Calexico 
near the U.S.-Mexico border in 
Imperial County. 


A body discovered in April, 
1976, near Demchik’s was iden­ 
tified as Kenneth E. Buchanan, 
17, Lawndale, Calif., who disap­ 
peared in February, 1976. 
The third body was found last 
October near Highway 74 east 
of San Juan Capistrano. It was 


identified as that of Mark A. 
Orach, 20, Ottawa, Canada. 
All three had been shot once 
in the head, the same as seven 
other young men whose bodies 
were found in four different 
counties. Most of the victims 
were nude and found stuffed in 
plastic trashbags near high­ 
ways. Several were dismem­ 
bered 
The search for bodies was in­ 
tensified after Patrick Kear­ 
ney, 37, and David Hill. 34, both 
of Redondo Beach, Calif., 
allegedly told police about what 
could be at least 15 killings 
since 1970 
Kearney and Hill were being 
held on $500.000 bail each 
pending trial for two of the slay­ 
ings. 
Authorities believe the slay­ 
ings of all 10 young men are 
connected

Thieves take $1 million in gold 
weather

SANTA ANA, Calif. (U P I) — 
Bandits made off with more 
than $1.1 million in gold and 
silver bullion, coins and curren­ 
cy from two large, walk-in 
vaults at a storage firm this 
weekend 
Police said Sunday they 
believe either four or five 
persons were involved in the 
Saturday afternoon robbery, in 
which more than four tons of 
loot was taken by four or five 
bandits 
Vincent M 
Carrano. 45, 
president of Swiss Vaults, Inc., 
said he received a call Saturday 
from a man who said he wanted 
to store ” 20 bags of silver” 
valued at about $70.000 on the 


current market. 
Carrano told him the firm 
was closed Saturday, but since 
he would be there to meet 
another customer, he agreed to 
meet the other man at 4 p.m. 
Carrano said the man appeared 
carrying a black blazer over his 
arm. 
The president said he pushed 
a buzzer to unlock the door, but,, 
it didn’t work so he walked to 
the door and opened it by hand 
Once inside, the man pulled a 
gun and ordered Carrano to 
open the rear door, which was 
secured by three bars and 
opened onto a rear parking lot. 
Carrano said as he opened the 
back door, he could already 


hear at least two other persons 
in the rear vault. He did not see 
any of the other suspects, but 
said he believed four or five 
persons were involved. 
The bandits spent about iv2 
hours going through the vaults, 
which contained two safety 
deposit box units, each with 50 
boxes and weighing about 1,000 
pounds Carrano said the rob­ 
bers took both units, plus flats 
of gold and silver bars and 
various other boxes, bags and 
cans of valuables customers 
paid to store there. 
He estimated the loss of the 
insured items at $1.1 million, 
but said additional bullion and 
coins that were not insured 


and silver 


were taken. Carrano said deter­ 
mining the total loss may be 
complicated by customers who 
do not want it known they had 
valuables stored there 
The bandits also stole Car- 
rano’s yellow 1976 Lincoln Con­ 
tinental, which was recovered 
by police Sunday about lVk 
miles away 
The loot, Carrano said, ap­ 
parently was wheeled out the 
back door on hand trucks, but 
he said he did not see any vehi­ 
cles 
The man guarding Carrano 
remained several minutes after 
the others left, the president 
said, and tied and gagged 
Carrano with adhesive tape

LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - Two 
American Indian activists on 
trial for murdering a cab driver 
have asked the state Court of 
Appeal to appoint a different 
judge to their case, charging 
that Judge Floyd Dodspn wants 
the case to continue so he can 
collect his salary.

Decreased precipitation 
worsens energy outlook 


PORTLAND, Ore (U P I) - 
Below normal precipitation in 
June means a worse outlook for 
electric energy supply in the 
Pacific Northwest, according 
to Merrill F Schultz, Director 
of C o o rd in atio n for the 
Northwest Power Pool. 


In a weekend statement, 
Schultz said that the forecast 
for Jan u ary through Ju ly 
volume runoff of the Columbia 
River at The Dalles has been 
revised downward in the last 
month The forecast as of June 
1 was 57 million acre-feet of 
water; the new estimate as of 
July 1 is 54 million acre-feet. 


The July 1 forecast is more 
than 10 per cent below the 
historical minimum and a little 
over half of the historical 
average. 


Schultz said, however, he is 
encouraged by the voluntary 
reduction 
in electric energy 
consumption that has been 
achieved in the region. For the 
four weeks ending June 30 the 
region’s electric energy con­ 
sumption was about 6 per cent 
below the forecast for June and 
it was 3 per cent below the cor­ 
responding figure for June of 
1976 
“ If consumption continues to 
run below forecast because of 
voluntary efforts as it has in 
May and June, the probability 
of mandatory curtailments is 
very small." he said 
Schultz warned, though, that 
if voluntary reductions in 
energy consumption do not con­ 
tinue, energy rationing and 
mandatory curtailments could 
become necessary 
State employes get paid 
to read newspaper ads 


SA C R A M EN TO 
(U P I) - 
Dorothy Jones and B a rry 
Meyers are paid by the tax­ 
payers to read newspapers dur­ 
ing most of their work day 
But the two employes of the 
Department of Consumer Af­ 
fairs are only doing their thing 
to protect Californians from 
fraudulent or misleading adver­ 
tising 
Ms Jones and Mevers are the 
only full-time employes of the 
Advertising 
Substantiation 
Unit, which has the task of un­ 
covering untruthful advertis­ 
ing claims and initiating steps 
to remove such ads from new­ 
spapers, magazines, radio and 
television 
With the help of several 
volunteers, they peruse as 
m a n y 
n e w s p a p e r 
a d v e r tis e ­ 
m ents as possible and occasion­ 
ally tune in radio or tv com­ 
mercials 
“ We spend most of our time 
checking newspaper ads,’’ 
Meyers said “ We look into ads 
which make claim s which 
generally look to be fishy.” 
Meyers said the unit does not 
have the equipment — such as a 
video recording device — to 
monitor continuously radio and 
television 
commercials 
but 
hopes to acquire it “ soon." 
“ We only check a tv ad when 
someone makes a complaint 
about it,” he said 
Tom Platt, information offic­ 
er for the department, said the 
unit plays an important role in 
consumer protection because 
many times “ the first contact a 
consumer has in buying some­ 
thing is through advertising.” 
“ If it’s misleading, we want 
to do something about it,” Platt 
said 
The unit generally takes two 
approaches to substantiate ad­ 
vertised claims 
On some sales ads, unit 
members 
go into stores and 
shop the ads” to determine if 
the price and the availability of 
the 
product matches 
the 
claims, Meyers said. 


If discrepancies are found, he 
said, the unit asks the attorney 
general's office or district at­ 
torneys to seek an injunction 
halting the ads 
Sometimes 
civil damages are sought 
In other ads found to contain 
questionable 
statements, 
the 
unit asks the advertiser to 
prove claims or withdraw or 
modify the ad 
One such case involved the 
Schick Center for The Control 
of Smoking and Weight whose 
tv advertisement claimed that 
“ Schick Center really works.” 
But when the firm could not 
provide adequate proof, it 
agreed to the unit’s request to 
withdraw the ad 
In another case, Thomas J. 
Lipton, Inc., agreed to discon­ 
tin ue its new sp aper a d v e rtis e ­ 
ment which stated: “ Wishbone 
Italian Salad Dressing is 
America’s first bottled Italian 
salad dressing” and “ Wishbone 
has been America’s best selling 
Italian salad dressing for 27 
years 
The action was taken 
when the company could not 
substantiate either claim 
A Covina automotive compa­ 
ny agreed to pay $20,000 in civil 
penalties and make refunds to 
certain customers after it could 
offer no proof that its electric 
ignition system could do what 
was claimed in advertisements 
The unit initiated the action 
against the firm after receiving 
citizen complaints 
Meyers said the unit, which 
utilizes the services of several 
college student volunteers, 
checks daily editions of newspa­ 
pers of C alifornia’s major 
cities On a random basis, it ex­ 
amines ads in smaller new­ 
spapers throughout the state 
and magazines 
The 3-year-old unit also res­ 
ponds to the five to 10 public 
complaints about ads which are 
received each week, he said 
Meyers said the unit also 
works on special projects such 
as checking out claims made on 
labels of products

"I think a lot of pressure is self im ­ 
posed There will be expectations in the 
job but I subscribe to the philosophy that 
you do the best you can and th a t’s all you 
can ask of yourself T hat’s exactly what 
my attitude will be.” 
If Cunningham sounds a lot like the old 
Wizard of Westwood him self, th at's 
because he played for him for three 
seasons and coached under him for 10 
more 
He was UCLA's No. 1 assistant in 
W ooden’s last 
four seasons before 
Wooden retired in 1975 after winning his 
10th NCAA championship in a dozen 
years Cunningham was associated with 
eight of Wooden's 10 title team s 
Cunningham, 37, was nam ed to the 
post by UCLA athletic director J D 
Morgan Saturday — 25 days after Gene 
B artow , finally giving in to severe 
alumni and m edia pressure, resigned 
Bartow, observers felt, had too thin a 
skin to coach in the giant shadow of 
Wooden

Polly’s P r o b le m 


DEAR POLLY — My problem is trying to remove 
rust spots from Venetian blinds 
I have tried rust 
removers, nail polish remover, powdered cleansers and 
a cleaner with ammonia but nothing seems to remove 
the spots Does anyone have any suggestions9 MRS. 
R J D 
DEAR MRS. R.J.D. — I presume yours are metal 
blinds. I have never found anything that worked 
successfully for such spots as the rust has probably 
eaten through the original enamel finish but I am sure if 
any reader has the solution we will be hearing about it 
and will pass it on to you. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I screw old burned out light bulbs into un­ 
used outside light sockets to keep them free of mud and dirt 
- J D P 
DEAR POLLY — I have finally found a way to keep bananas 
from ripening too quickly I used to always feel they had to be 
eaten very quickly but now I wrap each banana separately in 
aluminum foil, twist the ends and then put them in the 
refrigerator I have had them stay perfect for as long as two 
weeks. — MRS L.T H 
DEAR POLLY — I am answering the reader who inquired 
about mounting old buttons. 1 have been collecting them since 
1941 and have over 7,000 in my collection Most of my buttons 
are mounted in loose leaf albums or scrap books When moun­ 
ting them I use two sheets together for extra support 
So that each button stands out more prominently 1 draw a 
double black line about one-half inch in from the edge of a 
sheet and then line off the center in blocks one or more inches 
square, depending on the size of the buttons I then place one 
button in each block If the buttons have holes I sew them on 
with double duty thread If the buttons have shanks 1 press the 
shank through the sheet and insert a safety pin of the proper 
size on the back ot secure the button On the back of the sheet I 
write where they were bought or who gave them to me, prices 
and any other important information 
Trays covered with velvet can be bought and then stacked in 
shallow drawers but this can be expensive if one has many but­ 
tons Many of mine are on their original cards and kept in 
separate books with plastic tape holding the cards in place I 
should add that the first sheet of every scrapbook has an index 
and each kind is kept separately and on a different page from 
others - M K W

Young ties with underworld? 


Tree trimming help 


We came across an item the other day 
that should interest the city of Lompoc, 
particularly the street tree division 
This division has been the target of 
much criticism over the years. They are 
darned if they do and darned if they 
don’t. It’s a thankless job trimming 
trees. Just ask any 
tr e e 
tr im m e r . 
Everybody has their 
own ideas on how to 
trim a tree. 
The city has gone 
through great expense 
to educate the city 
tree trimmers. TTiey 
have sent them to 
seminars 
conducted 
by experts. They have 
p urchased all the 
proper equipment. 
They learn and they 
return and they still are criticized 
But now at the University of California 
at Riverside, scientists have been work­ 
ing on scientific “stunting” of trees 
which will save utility companies $230 
million a year. As we know, many trees 
are trimmed to avoid utility lines 
The scientists have come up with 
growth inhibitors which are sprayed on 
the outer leaves of trees. This has had a 
modicum of success. But now they are 
testing a newer “bark banding” method 
which makes application easier and 
reduces dispersion by wind or rain 
The applied chemical, Morphactin, 
works by killing cells and inhibiting cell

When painted on 
bark at the base of the trunk or branch, it 
is carried by tissue to the area of 
greatest growth, the young tree shoots. 
It inhibits growth of vertical shoots more 
than horizontal shoots. 
Five hundred trees have been tested so 
far and those showing the highest 
response are five species of pine, the 
white fir, the acacia and the California 
pepper. 
There is also a m oderate response by 
eu caly p tu s, bluegum . Sham el ash. 
Chinese elm. Siberian elm and mulberry 
tre e s. Showing little response are 
oleanders, California sycam ore, Califor­ 
nia black walnut and incense cedar 
Only three of the 500 trees died during 
the testing 
Scientists say that injury to trees in­ 
cludes destruction of tips of growing 
shoots and distortion of upperm ost 
leaves on the eucalyptus trees. The dis­ 
tortion, they say, is too distant to impair 
aesthetic appeal. 
T oxicology stu d ie s have show n 
Morphactin breaks down fairly rapidly in 
the soil and is destroyed by the tree 
within a year. Although it has been ap­ 
proved for use on ornamental trees only, 
it has a “ relatively good safety factor 
even when fed to laboratory anim als,” 
scientists say

poc’s tree trim m ers may soon be carry­ 
ing only a pail and a paint brush

WASHINGTON — United Nations Am­ 
bassador Andrew Young, already under 
fire for his outspoken opinions, has now 
been accused of misusing his influence. 


The FBI has investigated charges that 
he improperly pressured federal prison 
authorities to grant special favors to a 
prisoner with alleged 
links to organized 
crime. 
The 
investigation 
was conducted in such 
secrecy that Young’s 
name was om itted 
fro m 
th e 
c o u r t 
records The charges 
against him. however, 
have the smell of a 
smear 
On April 29. FBI 
agents 
interrogated 
the controversial U N. 
am bassador for 40 m inutes. They 
suggested that he may have worked “too 
diligently” in behalf of Michael George 
Thevis, a big-time pornography di1* 
tributor now behind bars 


In other interviews. FBI agents drop­ 
ped dark hints of bribery. A Justice 
Dept source told us outright that Thevis 
had contributed heavily to Young’s past 
congressional campaigns. 


We. therefore, conducted our own in­ 
vestigation into the charges against 
Young We could find no evidence that 
Thevis had ever contributed a penny to 
Young We also concluded that Young 
had done nothing improper 
When we confronted the FBI, a 
spokesman said only that Young “ is not 
under investigation by the FBI.” The im­ 
plication is that the FBI also found no 
evidence of wrongdoing and. therefore, 
cut short its inquiry 


Yet Steven Ludwick, who is in charge 
of criminal investigations for the U.S. at­ 
torney’s office in Atlanta, notified the 
courts that Thevis had secured a transfer 
“as a result of direct or indirect contact 
with staff members of an extremely 
high-ranking political appointee and 
eventually the appointee himself.” 
This clearly implies that the ap­ 
pointee, whom we can identify as the 
beleaguered Andrew Young, was guilty 
• of wrongful intervention. Ludwick 
presumably based the accusation upon 
the FBI’s investigation Young’s former 
assistant, Julius Hollis, also told us that 
he has been “ intim idated” by FBI 
agents 
The possibility that the FBI might 
have tried to cause trouble for Young is 
disturbing He was an associate of the 
martyred Dr Martin Luther King Jr., 
who had been hounded and harassed by 
the FBI at the instigation of its late 
chief, J Edgar Hoover. 
The rigid, revered Hoover, conser­ 
vative in his ways and narrow in his out­ 
look, had grown up in Washington when 
it was still a quiet, segregated Southern 
town To Hoover, the struggle for equal 
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Robert, I have com e to rescue you from this 
ridiculous cult of yours!" 


rights by blacks smacked of rebellion. 
He, therefore, directed a shameful 
smear campaign against Dr. King. 


There is a lingering suspicion that 
Hoover’s point of view may continue to 
dominate the policies and actions of the 
FBI Thus it is important to review the 
details of the Young-Thevis relationship. 


Thevis was convicted in federal court 
of conspiracy to commit arson and of 
transporting obscene material across 
state lines His prison file, according to 
our sources, is stamped “Special Of­ 
fender ” This is a term, we are told, that 
is used to designate organized crime 
figures. 


A spokesman for Thevis denied that he 
has any ties to the underworld He is also 
in constant pain, the after-effects of a 
past near-fatal motorcycle accident. He 
condinutes to need special medical atten­ 
tion. as noted by the judge who sentenced 
him Last year Thevis asked his congres­ 
sman to help him secure better medical 
treatment. 


The congressman happened to be 
Andrew Young, it was his duty to assist 
his constituents with their problems. 
Quite routinely, his staff helped to 
arrange Thevis’ transfer from the Terre 
Haute, Ind., penitentiary to the Lex­ 
ington, Ky.. prison, for medical reasons. 


For a congressman to intervene in a 
prison hardship case is neither unusual 
nor improper But Thevis continued to 
press for a medical furlough so his own 
doctors could perform a hip operation. 
This was opposed by the federal 
authorities who feared Thevis might skip 
the country 
But once again. Young’s staff prepared 
a letter to the Bureau of Prisons in 
Thevis behalf The first draft was typed 
on congressional stationery. Young, 


meanwhile, moved to the United Na­ 
tions So the letter was retyped on his 
new U N. stationery. 


Young was sworn in as UN Ambas­ 
sador on Jan. 21, 1977 It should be noted, 
however, that his congressional staff 
continued to provide constituent services 
until a successor was elected on April 5, 
1977 


The letter, dated Feb. 17, states: “ For 
the past several months, my staff has 
been engaged in an attempt to help Mr. 
Thevis to receive humane and just treat­ 
ment in view of his deteriorating 
physical condition.” The letter supports 
Thevis’ request for medical furlough and 
concludes: “Please investigate this mat­ 
ter and inform me when Mr. Thevis will 
be released in view of his needs for 
further surgery ” Young signed it. 


A month later, FBI agents called on 
the legislative aide who drafted the let­ 
ter. Julius Hollis, and demanded to know 
why Young was pushing the case so hard. 
According to Hollis, the agents not only 
intimidated him but insinuated that 
Young might have misused his govern­ 
ment position. They also made an 
oblique reference to bribery. Hollis said. 
Yet the subsequent report to the court 
states that the inmate’s “efforts to ob­ 
tain favorable treatment via interven­ 
tion by a political figure ... included an 
offer of a political contribution which 
was turned down ” Spokesmen for both 
Young and Thevis deny that a contribu­ 
tion was even offered. 
Footnote: James J. Dunn, the special 
agent in charge of the Atlanta FBI of­ 
fice. denied that any of his agents haras­ 
sed or intimidated anyone on Young's 
staff We were unable to reach Ludwick. 
His boss, U S 
Attorney John Stokes, 
refused to comment on the case. 


On the Right by William F. Buckley Jr. 
Arguing human rights 


of Law, Soviet 
August Mishin, 


This being the week of the Fourth of 
July, an expression of gratitude to the 
republic and its institutions is in order, 
and I propose Medals of Freedom for 
Robert Kaiser, Alan Dershowitz, and 
Father Theodore Hesburgh 
They stood 
at Georgetown University during an en­ 
tire hour, televised by NBC, arguing with 
three Soviet officials 
on the question of 
human rights 
Those 
poor Russians. 
If Brezhnev the day 
before the debate had 
a n n o u n c e d 
t h a t 
Richard Nixon was the 
greatest president in 
the history of the 
United States, that 
would have been the 
solemn position at 
Georgetown Univer­ 
sity on June 12, of 
Samuel Zivs, professor 
Academy of Sciences; 
professor of Law, Moscow University; 
and Ghenrih Borovik, special correspon­ 
dent for Novosti Press Agency in 
Moscow 


On our side. Kaiser works for the 
Washington Post and wrote recently a 
splendid book about the Soviet Union, 
(Russia The People & The Power) where 
he was stationed for three years 
Dershowitz is a professor of law at Har­ 
vard, who though something of a fun­ 
damentalist in the matter of civil liber­ 
ties (he would permit snuff films, so long 
as the action was filmed outside the 
country), has the Soviet system right 
between the cross-hairs of his sights, and 
Father Hesburgh, the president of Notre 
Dame, who has headed every civil rights 
commission in town for years. 


At the end of the debate, Robert 
Kaiser turned to the pathetic opponents 
and summarized the technical and 
spiritual advantages of being an 
American. “One is the language advan­ 
tage; the second is that whenever we’ve 
been faced with a difficult question, 
we’ve been able to criticize our govern­ 
ment 
Unfortunately, our teammates 
don’t have that privilege,” 


That was a kind way of putting it. He 
did not say that as much might have been 
said to ambassadors from Hitler’s Ger­ 
many. One must be careful in judging 
the strangled internal life of such men as 
Borovik. Mishin, and Zivs. Who knows, 


maybe Zivs had to write his book, twenty 
years ago, heaping praise on Stalin and 
Stalinism On the other hand, they were 
here on duty: 
to lie and to deceive 
Thanks to the skill of the American 
team , their perform ance proved 
pitiable. 


What is the Soviet case on human 
rights? It is that human rights are best 
understood as a collective process, of 
which Marxism-Leninism is the most 
fruitful stage on the world scene 


If you pin them down, the technique is 
to evade, or to exaggerate ... What 
business is it of Americans to specify the 
nature of human rights in the Soviet 
Union, they will ask7 
Well, our team 
retorts, what about when ten Soviet 
professors wired President Nixon 
protesting the imminent crucifixion of 
Angela Davis and insisting that her 
plight was a matter of international con­ 
cern? What did Nixon do? He invited 
them over to attend the trial What then 
happened? 
She was acquitted — and 
traveled to the Soviet Union to receive 
the Order of Lenin. Now, Comrades, will 
you permit us to go to the Soviet Union to 
attend the trial of Schcharansky? 
All 
trials in the Soviet Union are open — 
they reply lamely — but it is up to the 
trial judge to maintain order ... 


What about the right of emigration? 
How is the Jewish father in Russia anx­ 
ious to join his wife and child in Israel, 
engaged in disrupting the Soviet Union? 


... Why, we let out 140,000 Jews in the 
past few y ea rs ... But in 1971 
(Dershowitz quoted Zivs) you wrote, 
“There are only several dozen old 
religious Jews who want to emigrate and 
there is no ground 
for all that fuss " 
How is it you now concede there were 
140,000 Jews who have already left? 


So it went, touching on freedom to 
read, to publicize, to travel, to practice 
one’s religion 
It was a historic event: the first open 
televised encounter of the sort. It is ex­ 
hilarating that the slavemasters did so 
badly. 
But it is strangely disquieting 
that they should h ave exp osed 
themselves What can that mean? That 
they are confident that language ceases 
to clarify? 
That detente has brought 
with it an enervation of definition7 It 
would be revealing to know whether they 
offer themselves up for a return match. 
Not. naturally, over Soviet television. 


Dear Editor: 
President Carter commuted G. Gordon 
Liddy’s 20-year sentence to 8 years “in 
the interest of equity and fairness based 
on a comparison of Mr. Liddy’s sentence 
with those of all others convicted in 
Watergate related proceedings.” 
Although it was a noble gesture and 
certainly justified in Mr. Liddy’s case, it 
also reflects the same double standard of 
justice coming from the White House as 
meted out by Judge Sirica and other 
federal judges. A lesser known and 
publicized person than a Mr. Liddy, 
would not get the Presidential Treat­ 
ment. 
The federal prisons are replete with 
prisoners similarly situated as was Mr 
Liddy with disparate sentences than 
those of their co-defendants. I, as an ex­ 
ample, was equally charged for the same 
offense with three others who had in­ 
fluence with Judge Noland. He sentenced 
each of the three to (6) years. I lacked in­ 
fluence and was sentenced to (15) years 
There are hundreds of unknown faceless 
prisoners who are in the same boat as I. 
who don’t have lawyers to run to the Ex­ 
ecu tiv e 
M ansion 
beseeching our 
clemency. We routinely apply for ex­ 
ecutive clemency through the delayed 
action of the Pardon Attorney’s Office 
before we are routinely denied a year or 
two later by whatever President happens 
to be in office. 
I see no distinction between the dis­ 
criminations in sentencing by a federal 
Judge and the discriminations in com­ 
mutation of sentences by a President of 
the United States, because us poor peo­ 
ple without affluence or political clout 
will get nothing from either
